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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see page 11, lines 9-15, filed 2/12/2004, with respect to the shape 
of the male luer connection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1,3,4, 12-14, 20, and 22-24 has been withdrawn. Treleman discloses a connector having 
a male connector and female connector but lacks having the male end of the connector in the 
shape of a male luer. Upon review of documents containing specifications of medical 
instruments, the examiner has determined that a luer connection requires the sealing surface to be 
a tapered cylindrical portion.
